Railroad oar wheels made fiT paper arc?

mora durable than iron.
When strong fiber is used aper can be

made into a sebstance-s- hanj that it can
scarcely be scratched.

Black walnut picture frames of
paper and so cdiored that no one can tell

them from the original wood.

An Italian monk has succeeded in con-

structing an organ whero the pipes are made
of paper pulp. It hes 1,400 pipes of various
sizes.

The latest idea is to use paper instead of
wood for lead pencils, by using a patent
preparation by which it can bo-cu-t as easily
as the softest wood.

The ceiling of tho assembly chamber at
Albany, N. Y., is made of ptsper mache. It
is a model of its kind, and .appears so like
marble as to docefvo tho most expert eye.

Cracks in floors around the skirting board,
or other parts of a room, may be neatly filled
by thorougldy soaking newspaper in paste
mado as thick as putty and forced into the
cracks with a paste knife.

A new mill for the manufacture of paper
from moss has been recently established in
Sweden. Paper of different thickness and
pasteboard mads of it have already been
shown, tho latter oven in sheets three-quarte- ri

of an inch thick. It is as hard as wood and
can Imj easily painted and polished. It has all
the good qualities, bnt none of the defects, of

TEACHERS' HINTS ON READING.

Have tho reading lesson studied in advanm
by tho pupil.

Encourage homo reading. The good readei
is tho reader who reads.

Let tho pupils read silently and thon aloudi
first gain the thought then express it.

The teacher should read aloud often, both
as a model and to make clear the sense.

Select the best newspaper from the literary
and moral standpoint for school reading.

Require the substanco of paragraphs and
of whole pieces to bo given in tho pupils own
words.

Tho meaning"cf now words should bo de-

veloped, sometimes by showing their use ia
sentences and sometimes by definition.

A vocal drill should precede tho reading.
This should bo the key to the proper expres-
sion of tho sentiment m pitch, force, tuno
and quality of voice.

The proper sentiment is to bo created bj
causing in the pupil a lively picturing of per-

sons and places, and of speech and action.
Feeling is caused by knowing.

The pronunciation of difficult words should
be taught by directing the children's atten-
tion to tho syllables and letters as signs of

sounds, and also by tho example of the
teacher.

Tho class shouid havo a thorough drill on J

few chosen pieces to create a standard of ex-

pression. This drill should bo in concert tc
avoid diffidence; and individually, in order
to secure independence, and to give an oppor-

tunity for criticism.
This stage of reading requires much prac-

tice in reading aloud. This should bo indi-

vidual at first, but afterward concert reading
is profitable, to securo correct time and pitch.
Tho slow are thus quickened, and the swift
retarded; high voices are lowered, and lovt

voices are
Emphasis and inflection should be taught

mainly from within, tliat is, by leading tin
pupil ton clear comprehension of the thought,
but at times example is best. A few rules, ai
for instance, those relating to new or con-
trasted ideas, should ba taucht inductively.
Drill on passages m the lesson and on the ele-

mentary sounds, to establish correct habit!
of inflection and emphasis, should not bs
omitted. Journal of Education.
